The first count is based on section 
10 of the United States criminal 
code, the subject matter of which 
is conspiracy to injure persons in 
the exercise of their civil rights. 
The indictment charges that quali 
lied voters were prevented from 
exercising that right, that qualifi- 
ed persons were prevented from 
serving on election boards and 
that persons who had committed 
no offense were deprived of their 
liberty without due process of 
law. 


Conspiracy To Defraud 


Conspiracy to defraud the Uni- 


ted States, by corrupting the elec- 
tion is charged in the second 
count, which is based on section 
37 of the criminal code, which was 
u-.ed in the dynamite conspiracy 
ease hero tw.o years, ago. 


In brief, the third count alleges 


that, in furtherance of the scheme 
to defraud the United States, the 
defendants placed letters in the 
mails and it is also based on sec- 
tion 37. 


The final count 
charges a 


scheme to defraud the gamblers 
and saloonkeepers of Torre Haute 
and in furtherance of this .scheme 
a letter was placed in the mails. 
This count is based on section 215 
of the penal code of the United 
States. 


Eighty of the men arrested 


pleaded guilty on Jan. 
12, lOlo, 


which was arraignment day, eight 
more had entered the same plea 
before the trial was begun and an 
other when the trial was almost 
over pleaded guilty.
